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Council gives the 
skatepark £150k 


AFTER a wait of more than 
40 years, plans for a skatepark 
for Lyme Regis have taken a 
massive step forward - thanks 
to a cash injection of 
£150,000 from the town 
council. 

The decision to finance the long- 
awaited project, first mooted in the 
1970s, was taken by the Strategy & 
Policy Committee as part of the 
council’s budget stretegy for 2014- 
2015. 

Effectively, it means that the pro¬ 
posed skatepark in Charmouth Road 
car park will definitely go ahead and 
a planning application is expected to 
be submitted before the end of this 
year. 

It will bring to an end a controversy 
that has raged in the town for 30 
years or more, with a temporary 
skatepark being erected in the Lister 
Gardens before the Charmouth Road 
site was reluctantly accepted as a 
permanent site for the facility. 

The decision also represents an un¬ 
doubted victory for the new council¬ 
lors who, since their election in 2011,

have fulfilled their commitment to 
invest heavily in the young people of 
the town, having also committed sig¬ 
nificant funds to the establishment of 
The Hub youth club. 

The skatepark windfall also repre¬ 
sents the biggest single grant for a 
community project since the town 
council was set up in 1974.1 
Bumper summer 

The size of the funding was made 
possible by a change of policy in 
how the council budgets for big proj¬ 
ects, and the fact that the council un¬ 
dertakings (car parks, etc.) enjoyed a 
bumper summer. 

The decision to make such a large 
sum available to the skatepark was 
approved by the Strategy & Policy 
Committee, led by Councillor Mark 
Gage, withjust one dissenting voice 
- Councillor Michaela Ellis. 

Although she emphasised that she 
supported the skatepark, she voted 
against such a large sum going to 


one project. 

Town clerk John Wright told the 
committe that the council was in “an 
incredibly healthy position” with a 
massive surplus of £416,000 at the 
half-year stage. By the end of the fi- 
nacial year he expected a surplus of 
£190,000. 

In a change of policy, the council 
has decided to pool its reserves rather 
than having a number of smaller pots 
for various projects which, along 
with the surplus funds and the sale of 
beach huts totalling an estimated 
£80,000, has enabled the council to 
support the skatepark to the tune of a 
further £150,000. 

No one was more delighted than 
Councillor Lucy Campbell, who has 
taken the lead role in the council 
chamber on the skateboard project, 
describing the decision as a “fantas¬ 
tic legacy” for young people. 

The council decided to fund two 
other main projects - the new church 
railings (£60,000) and works on 
Monmouth Beach (£108,000).

XANNE Carey, owner of the Amid Giants & idois 
coffee shop in Lyme Regis, was born in Derbyshire 
but grew up in Singapore. She moved back to the 
UK as a teenager and has since graduaiiy moved 
aiong the south coast. 

After visiting Lyme Regis a coupie of years ago 
she feii in iove with town and, after spotting the 
empty shop on her second visit, which now 
homes her independent coffee shop, she knew it 
was meant to be. 

Xanne is passionate about high quaiity, spe- 
ciaity grade coffee and her career as a barista has 
gone from strength to strength. She was recentiy 
piaced 11th in the UK Barista Championship semi- 
finais. 


■ WHAT did you do before opening Amid Giants & 
idois? 

Heaps of stuff! I’ve been a charity events organiser and 
more recently a teacher, I taught English at GCSE level 
and also as a foreign language to students from all over 
the world. I feel I’ve found my true calling in coffee and 
am loving the challenge of setting up and developing 
my own business, it’s something I often day dreamed 
about and now I’m doing it. 

■ HOW did you become interested in working as a 
barista? 

When in Australia, I finally found that coffee could be 
divine - in the UK, my experience of coffee had been 
pretty poor and I rarely drank the stuff. I began to won¬ 
der what it was that made the difference...and there, the 
flame of passion was ignited. 

■ WHY did you decide to open a coffee shop in 
Lyme Regis? 

We arrived for a day trip one crisp, snowy November a 
couple of years ago and just loved the place. When we 
saw the shop available on our second visit, it felt like it 
was meant to be. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the Job? 

It’s a fascinating area of work and it really plays to my 
need for perfection - I’m always chasing the perfect cof¬ 
fee. There are so many variables that it becomes quite 
obsessive. Speciality grade coffee is a really complex 
product with more flavour notes than you find in wine, 
every cup should be something to savour. I also love the 
community aspect of working in speciality coffee, from 
the other baristas to the wonderful, warm customers. 



■ WHAT makes Amid Giants & idois different to 
other coffee shops? 

We serve speciality grade coffee, in addition to offering 
some of the worlds finest coffees roasted by the UK’s 
leading micro roasters. We also roast our own range of 
coffees that change with the seasons. This means there 
is always something new to try or take home, whether 
roasted by us or our favourite micro roasters, the coffees 
on offer are some of the finest available from around the 
globe and are always roasted to maximise the flavour of 
the coffee. We think this brings quite a different taste 
experience to your cup. We’ve also tried to create a 
super-comfy space with plenty for customers to absorb 
themselves in. 
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■ YOU recently were placed 11 th at the UK Barista 
Championships semi-finais. What did you have to 
do in the competition? 

You have to make a set number of standard drinks along 
with your own creative “signature” drink. Each drink is 
assessed for appearance, flavour and body by four 
judges. You are also continuously assessed by technical 
judges and have to give a detailed presentation at the 
same time. You are judged on your knowledge of coffee, 
barista skills and of course that all important taste. 

■ HOW did feei to get so far in the contest? 

It was the best feeling and confirmed that what I do in 
the shop is worth all the time and effort that goes into it. 
The competition includes some incredibly talented peo¬ 
ple, I had a massive learning curve and I am still learning 
every day. 

■ WHAT'S you favourite coffee? 

This changes with the seasonal crops. There are a num¬ 
ber of seasonal coffee regions across the globe, and every 
year there will be some stand-out coffees. Right now, I 
am absolutely loving our latest roast “Jumping Jack”. 
It’s an exciting blend of Kenyan, Ethiopian and Costa 
Rican coffees and I've been serving it in the shop all 
week. 


■ WHAT do you iike about Lyme Regis? 

I really like the atmosphere and mix of artisan individu¬ 
als in Lyme; I've met some fascinating people doing in¬ 
credibly diverse things. 

■ WHERE'S your ideai hoiiday destination? 

You mean other than a staycation in Lyme Regis? Well, 
on my radar at the moment is South America, some¬ 
where like Columbia or Venezuela because both coun¬ 
tries look gorgeous. I love South American music and 
I’m really interested in human history, of which there’s 
plenty. 


■ WHiCH three peopie wouid you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

Queen Elizabeth I - apparently I’m her first cousin, 13 
times removed so it would be great to have her round to 
mine for dinner. Then, perhaps Stephen Fry because 
there’s no-one better to keep the conversation going while 
I’m in the kitchen and, finally, Mary Shelly.

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Council to spend £410,000 on major projects 

SKATEPARK, MONMOUTH BEACH AND CHURCH RAILINGS TO BENEFIT FROM NEW BUDGET STRATEGY AND'HEALTHY'SURPLUS 


TOWN councillors have agreed to spend a total of £410,000 
on three major projects in Lyme Regis - the proposed 
skatepark, the replacement of the church railings and works 
at Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff, recently affected by 
landlsides. 

The money will be raised from an estimated surplus of 
£190,000 boosted by a successful summer season, the sale 
of new beach huts expected to total £80,000, and by imple¬ 
menting a new budget strategy, changing the previous 
aproach of having one general reserve and several small pots 
for varying projects, which the town clerk described as “non¬ 
sense”, to having one large reserve totalling half of the coun¬ 
cil’s turnover - £532,000. 

Speaking at last week’s Strategy & Policy Committee 
meeting, town clerk John Wright said that introducing the 
new budget strategy would “simplify” understanding of the 
council’s finances. 

He described the old approach as “getting to be a bit of a 
nonsense” and said the idea of always having a reserve of 
£532,000 would protect the council from unforseen circum¬ 
stances and unexpected events. 

Mr Wright said that after pooling the council’s current re¬ 
serves, they had about £40,000 extra. He told councillors that 
they were in an “incredibly healthy posititon” and this 
£40.000 could be added to the £80,000 expected to be made 
from the sale of new beach huts and the estimated end of fi¬ 
nancial year surplus of £190,000, which had been boosted 
by a successful summer season, to commit to specific proj¬ 
ects. 

In his report presented to councillors, Mr Wright recom¬ 
mended that the skatepark receive £150,000, works at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach and Ware Cliff £108,000 and the replacement 


of the church railings £60,000. 

He said the skatepark and the church railings were ongoing 
projects that had been discussed for years and the works at 
Monmouth Beach and Ware Cliff, recently affected by land¬ 
slides, were urgent. 

Several cases were put forward in favour of commiting 
funds to the skatepark project, both in the public forum and 
by councillors. 

Local resident Cheryl Reynolds, 
who has helped to raise £10,000 to¬ 
wards the project in the past year, 
said: “I would just like to remind all 
councillors how hard we have worked 
this time to secure a skatepark for the 
kids in Lyme Regis. It has been tried 
many times before always with opposi¬ 
tion. My son is 48 years old and he and 
his friends wanted one way back then. 

“I know some of you voted against the 
skatepark but before you decide to vote that way again may 
I just say these things; it would be amazing to see this council 
pull together and vote positively for a skatepark, something 
you may not want to vote for but something the locals in the 
town do. 

“Show the town that you really can all agree on something, 
even if it’s not a thing you particularly want yourselves. 
There are successful skateparks everywhere and it is time 
there is one here too. 

“I was young once and so were all of you. Show this town 
you are working for us and not against us.” 

Pat Campbell, chairman of the Lyme Regis Skatepark 


Fundraising Committee, backed Mrs Reynolds’ arguments 
and said she had had positive responses from almost every¬ 
one she had spoken to regarding the skatepark. 

She added: “Now the money is available and it’s not going 
to take away money from anything else, there’s no reason 
not to vote in favour of this project. To be honest, if you do 
it’s because you don’t want a skatepark, so please vote for 
it.” 

Her daughter. Councillor Lucy 
Campbell, who has fronted the 
campaign for a skatepark for 
years, also argued in favour of 
supporting the project. 

She said: “I’m absolutely 
amazed after the years and years 
and years of having no money 
and thinking we couldn’t afford it 
to be in a position when we could 
fund it in its entirety. That would 
be a fantastic legacy this council 
could leave young people, and it is about time the council 
committed itself properly to that project. 

“We’ve talked about it for a long time but let’s put our 
money where our mouth is, let’s not just tell the young peo¬ 
ple that we want something like this but actually say we’re 
even prepared to fund it.” 

Speaking on the new budget strategy, which could support 
more local projects in the future, she added: “In terms of fi¬ 
nancial position generally, I think it’s really exciting. The fu¬ 
ture proposals could be quite amazing.” 

Other projects suggested in the town clerk’s report for fi¬ 
nancial support in future years included the Anning Road 


Playing Fields (£30,000 to £120,000), subsidy for Char- 
mouth Road park and ride (£5,000 to £10,000), 24-hour di- 
abled access to Marine Parade toilets (£3,000) and LymeNet 
(£30,000 per year). 

Councillor Daryl Turner suggested the Woodmead Halls 
and a potential wet weather facility could also be looked at, 
whilst Councillor Chris Clipson suggested looking at the way 
the council used the Guildhall and its offices as a future proj¬ 
ect. 

The main discussion of the meeting was whether the coun¬ 
cil could actually agree to spend the money having not gone 
out to tender and received definite costs for the projects first. 

The argument was raised by Councillor Anita Williams, 
who said if project costs came in slightly less she was wor¬ 
ried that people would complain that the council had com¬ 
mitted a specific amount to them. 

Mr Wright said the costs in the report were “reasonable es¬ 
timates” but Councillor Williams argued: “It’s the concept, 
not the figures.” 

Councillor Turner suggested the council agree to the rec¬ 
ommendations “in principal” to solve this concern, but others 
argued this was not enough commitment to the projects. 

Councilor Williams replied: “It’s not about lack of com¬ 
mitment to the project, it’s about the fact that we’re being 
asked to make a recommendation for a sum of money and 
project that will have to come back to us. It’s not the figure, 
it’s the principal. Ultimately it’s an ultra-vires decision. This 
is in my view not a valid recommendation.” 

It was finally agreed to add the words “up to a sum of...” 
to the costs of all three recommendations to avoid argument 
over specific costs in the future.

Final Three Cups plans to be considered 


PALMERS Brewery are to present their final scheme 
for the Three Cups Hotel redevelopment in Lyme 
Regis to the town council in December before ap¬ 
plying for planning permission. 

The former town centre hotel, owned by Palmers 
Brewery, has stood empty in Broad Street for more 
than 20 years. 

Following a public campaign to get the building 
back into use. Palmers presented a number of ideas 
to the council and held two public consultations in 
recent years, with the last receiving a largely positive 
response from local residents and councillors earlier 
in June. 

Palmers will present their final plans for the Three 
Cups to the Strategy & Policy Committee on 
Wednesday, December 11th in the Guildhall, start¬ 
ing at 7pm. The brewery will then complete the 
drawings and submit a planning application for the 
site early in the New Year. 

The final plans take into consideration the feed¬ 
back received from townspeople at the June consul¬ 
tation, since when Palmers has been working closely 
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with the immediate neighbours of the site to ensure 
that they are satisfied as far as possible with the fine 
details of the scheme as it affects them. 

If planning permission is granted in 2014, Palmers 
hopes to start building in 2015 after completing the 
necessary preparatory work. The building phase is 
likely to take 18 months and will be planned to 
cause minimum disruption to the town. The project 
could be finished in 2016. 

The scheme is likely to cost £5million and the plans 


include the following; 

Conservation and renovation of the historic Three 
Cups building fronting on to Broad Street, incorpo¬ 
rating a shop on the ground floor and flats above; 
landmark new restaurant with letting rooms in the 
old car park at the back of the site (some of the 
rooms will have wheelchair access); access path 
through to Langmoor Gardens; residential units, 
necessary to fund some of the cost of the scheme; 
car parking for the residential units. 
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Council postponed 

LYME Regis Town Council's Human Rescoruces Sub-

Town stunned by death 
of popular musician 


LYME Regis was stunned to hear of the sud¬ 
den death of popular musician Cecil Sweet- 
land on Monday evening. 

Known as Jimmy, Mr Sweetland, aged 81, was rushed 
to hospital after being taken ill in his home in Woodmead 
Road. 

Born and educated in Lyme Regis, Mr Sweetland 
served his National Service in the Royal Air Force and 
worked in the printing industry for the whole of his work¬ 
ing life, firstly at the former Lyme Regis Printing Com¬ 
pany in Broad Street and then in partnership with the late 
Tony Rockett, at the Axminster Printing Company. 

Mr Sweetland’s great love in life was music. He was a 
member of the old Lyme Regis Town Band and a found¬ 
ing member of the reformed band in the 1980s, serving 
as chairman and committee member for a number of 
years and standing in for the bandmaster on numerous oc¬ 
casions, teaching many young people to play brass band 
instruments. 

During his younger days, as a talented saxophonist, he 
was a member of the popular Rowland Halliday Orches¬ 
tra, appearing at venues all over the South West, and he 
also played up until his death with the Three Counties 
Swing Band. 

Mr Sweetland was a member of the Montague Lodge 
665 (Freemasons) in Lyme Regis and he was a dedicated 
and long-serving member of the Woodmead Halls Man¬ 
agement Committee. He was also a retained fireman in 
Lyme for many years. 

Paying tribute to his services to the Woodmead Halls, 
management committee chairman Stan Williams said: “I 
grew up with Cecil during the war years on the East Cliff 
area of Lyme and we gave him his nickname, Jimmy. He 
served on the Woodmead Halls committee and for many 
years was a key member of the team that has kept the 
Woodmead Halls in such fine condition down the years.

Uplyme school secures new site 
and plans outdoor learning spaces 


THE governors of Mrs Ethelston’s Primary School in Up¬ 
lyme have confirmed the trustee-funded purchase of land 
adjacent to Uplyme Village Hall for a new school has 
been completed. 

The school hopes to start work on a new building as 
soon as funding is available and, in the meantine, execu¬ 
tive headteacher Andrea Rice has announced “exciting 
plans” to create a variety of outdoor learning spaces on 
the site. These spaces need to be carefully planned, in 
order that they remain intact during any potential building 
works. 

The first learning space will hopefully be a gardening 
area, supported by the Grow, Cook, Share project, led 
by Daphne Lambert from Trill harm, near Axminster. 
The project requires funding with an application made 
to CrowdFunding. 

Mrs Rice said: “We plan to create a gardening area, 
where children can grow vegetables and learn about 
growing food - culminating in a feast next autumn. 

“The project will have several modules to it including 
garden basics, understanding soil, creating wormeries, 
nutrition and wild gathering and preserving - ending with 
a communal feast - all led by the staff at Trill Earm.” 

Mrs Rice sees this as an opportunity for the whole Up¬ 
lyme community to be involved in raising money to set 
the project up, as well as providing regular learning op¬ 
portunities for children. The school is looking for parents 
and other members of the community to act as volunteer 
helpers with the project. 

The school also has plans to extend the gardening area 
into a tree planting area, which will be developed to en¬ 
able Mrs Ethelston’s to offer Forest Schools as a learning 
opportunity for pupils. Forest Schools are a type of out¬ 
door education in which children (or adults) visit forests 
and woodlands, learning personal, social and technical 
skills. Mrs Rice is also planning a peace garden where 
children can sit quietly and reflect to develop their spiri¬ 
tual awareness. 

The school will shortly secure the boundaries of the 
new site with wire fencing. The next stage will be to pur¬ 
sue funding streams. There is no timescale for when or if 
funding would be available, but the governors are follow¬

ing up several possible sources. It is unlikely that the 
school would be able to raise all of the money through 
local means as the cost is expected to be in the region of 
£4million, but some additional funding may well be re¬ 
quired via the local community. 

The new school build proposal includes a new two- 
storey school building incorporating a hall, seven class¬ 
rooms, administration offices, storage and visitor 
reception, as well as a grassed area for team sports. The 
design and layout of the proposal have been shaped by 
planning, transportation and flood risk considerations - 
and further information will be available at the exhibition. 

The school building will be set back from the new 
Guinness housing and Lyme Road, and will face away 
from the housing, sympathetic to the needs of the com¬ 
munity and designed to complement the village. The lo¬ 
cation of the proposed school building was established 
following extensive modelling and discussions with the 
Environment Agency. 

Visual appearance and landscaping will be addressed at 
the detailed planning stage, but Mrs Ethelston’s Trustees 
envisage a high standard of sustainable design and build¬ 
ing operations. The aim is to create a high-quality learn¬ 
ing environment for children and teachers.

Historic change to Lyme Regis Remembrance Day commemorations 


AFTER almost 70 years of the same format, the Royal 
British Legion Remembrance Sunday Parade and church 
service is to be held in the morning rather than the af¬ 
ternoon. 

This year, the event falls on this coming Sunday, No¬ 
vember 10th. The decision to change the time of events 
was made at the Royal British Legion's annual general 
meeting when it was felt that Lyme Regis should "fall 
into line" with the rest of the nation by moving the serv¬ 
ice to the morning. It was also felt that the original rea¬ 


son of the afternoon service was no longer valid. 

Soon after WWII, Lyme Regis did not have its own 
band to take part in the events and neighbouring bands 
offered their services in the afternoon, having per¬ 
formed in their own towns in the morning. With the re¬ 
forming of Lyme Regis Town Band in the early 1980s the 
situation was rectified but the precedent never 
changed. 

Legion vice-chairman David Manners said:"The co-op¬ 
eration of our town's churches has been invaluable in 


the rescheduling of the parade and service and the 
Royal British Legion are very grateful to them. There are 
still a few logistical issues to overcome, but I believe, 
having spoken to several organisations, the general con¬ 
sensus to change is favourable. Our nation and Lyme 
Regis will be at one at 11am on Remembrance Sunday. 

The parade will set off on Sunday from the Langmoor 
Gardens entrance on Pound Street at 9.30am and 
process down Broad Street to St Michael's Parish Church, 
where the service will beging at 10am and finish at 


11 am with a two-minute silence. The parade will be for¬ 
mally dismissed at Cobb Gate after the service. Those 
taking part in the procession should meet at Langmoor 
Gardens gates by 9am. 

The annual Armistice Day Service at the War Memorial 
at 11am on Monday, November 11th remains un¬ 
changed.

Towards the end of the film the crew 
prepare for the launch a lifeboat and put 
on their kit. The cost of items that they 
put on, from sea boots to safety helmets, 
is displayed to drive home the cost of 
keeping volunteers safe in what can be 
treacherous sea conditions. 

Murray Saunders, another member of 
the Lyme Regis crew, who runs Boylos 
watersports shop on Marine Parade, said: 


"It was great to get involved in a project 
like this, helping to show what we do and 
what we need the donations for. 

"Lots of people really value gifts with 
meaning rather than something they al¬ 
ready have or don't really need, so an 
RNLI lifesaving gift is a great way to show 
that you care about your friends or family 
and the worthwhile cause that is close 
their heart."

M hate Christmas pudding... should I be saying that?' 


T he First Lady of the West Country television and 
radio, the most popular woman of the region bar 
any, was sitting in her deep Devon kitchen, 
stroking a cat called Eddie and contesting my case that 
the West does not have a bigger broadcaster. 

“Angela Rippon”, Judi Spiers countered as a rival for 
the crown. 

“Angela doesn’t have a relevant presence now”, I told 
her, “No, Judi, it’s you - and the statistics back me up.” 

Every day through her mid-morning show on BBC 
Radio Devon, Judi Spiers is a friend to around 275,000 
listeners; almost one in four of all of the residents of the 
county tune to her coffee-time chat, hooked by the charm 
of her common sense honesty, down-to-earth non-preten¬ 
sion and a wicked wit. 

BBC Radio Devon will not tell you this, because their 
understanding of PR is, frankly, rubbish, but Judi’s is the 
fourth most-popular show of its type in the whole of 
Britain. Of all of the BBC’s 40 regional stations, the only 
ones that beat her are those serving massive conurbations; 
BBC Radio Merseyside, BBC Radio Manchester and 
BBC Radio London. 

Although Radio London’s Vanessa Feltz attracts more 
listeners, pro rata to the number of listeners that she could 
attract, Vanessa falls on her ass in comparison - getting 
just two per cent of the potential audience, as against 
Judi’s 22 per cent. 

Which is one of the reasons why the organisers of the 
Great Lyme Regis Christmas Pudding Race have booked 
Judi to be their star draw at this year’s event on Saturday, 
December 7 th. 

Last year’s race drew a crowd of thousands, so who bet¬ 
ter to big-up a big day than the region’s biggest name in 
broadcasting, who will be making her first visit to Lyme 
in 25 years. Her last visit, a television trip to cover 
Lifeboat Week, was marked by the harbourmaster pre¬ 
senting her with a bowl of his son’s trifle. As you do. 

Judi has been a star for pretty much all of her adult life, 
known to millions for decades for her BBCl and BBC2 
chatshows from Pebble Mill, her Radio 2 show and more 
mainstream telly than you can shake a stick at; Noel’s 
House Party, Family Fortunes, Call My Bluff, Celebrity

Squares, Treasure Hunt, You Bet, Blankety 
Blank, you name it. Everybody loves “our Judi” - she 
gets emails from a bloke who listens to her online in the 
Gobi Desert. 

“Shall I bring Gus to Lyme?” she asked over her shoul¬ 
der as out of her Aga came a homemade mushroom frit- 
tata which would win a heat of The Great British 
Bake-Off. 

Now we’re talking; despite her national fame on net¬ 
worked television, her interviewing of every big name in 
the business and a Radio Times covergirl, for many of us 
Judi Spiers will be forever an icon because of where she 
began, as a Westward Television continuity act with a 
grinning rabbit puppet called Gus Honeybun, the regional 
television station’s mascot who came on between pro¬ 
grammes on children’s TV. 

Gun Honeybun was second only to Sooty as the longest 
running puppet on TV, on air every Monday to Friday 
from 1961 to 1992, on a three-minute show in which the 
presenter read out birthday wishes whilst the mad-eyed 
rabbit jumped about staring at you as if it had just taken 
five grams of cocaine. 

The buck-toothed, hopping Honeybun was an amazing 
thing for children to behold, unnerving for some, and of 
all of his many presenter partners none made him more 
amazing to children than Judi, who made an art form of 
hilariously hamming it up with the seemingly-intoxicated 
rabbit by irreverently sending it up, so surreally interact¬ 
ing with it that it became real. 

Indeed the Gus and Judy show became so much of a hit 
with West Country viewers that the acclaimed Robert 



Lenkieweiez painted a life-sized portrait of the pair, a 
(rather awful) pop song was written about the puppet and 
when he was axed by TV chiefs it was Judi who got to 
take him home into retirement. 

“I’ve got the only original Gus. He’s lovely, but there 
were a few made over the 30 years, some of them were 
& terrifying. One in particular had people phoning up say- 
ing can you get that thing off the air - it looks 
like a werewolf! 

“It was a terrible thing; I’d come into work and 
shriek, ‘Argh! What the hell is that?’ 

“‘Oh, it’s the new Gus, don’t you like it?’ 
“‘Like it? It’s a ruddy werewolf! You can’t put that 
on the television, this is for children!’ 

“My boss was saying, ‘Well I don’t think there’s any¬ 
thing wrong with it’. 

“I said, ‘For God’s sake, I can’t even sit by it! It’s terri¬ 
fying! ’ When I went on air and I looked at it, it made me 
cry out in alarm. So that one had to go.” 

Her TV moments with Gus are the stuff of dinner par¬ 
ties, including the story of how at one glorious Christmas 
TV teatime, Judi made broadcasting history by becoming 
the only presenter to punch out the children’s favourite. 

“I was on air with Gus and I said, ‘Do you know why 
they call it Boxing Day Gus?’ He shook his head and I 
punched him! 

“He went over and there was a bit of panic and oo-err. 
I was saying it’s only fun, he didn’t feel it! We got one or 
two complaints; there were more people laughing about 
it but yes, we got complaints.” 

There will of course always be misery-guts but in the 
main it is precisely because of her irreverence that her 
audience has long been bigger than the rest. 

And it is that style which makes her the first port of 
plugging in the West for publicists clamouring to book 
pop, movie and television stars onto her show, because 
stars always relax with her and have done ever since the 
30 years ago when Judi and Alan Titchmarsh were cream¬ 
ing Richard and Judy in the daytime TV ratings. In the 
know of premier league showbusiness, Judi remains a big 
act - although she is doubtful and self-deprecating of her 
importance.

I bump into 
people who 
don’t see that; 

I’ll be coming 
from judging 
some event, 
walking to the 
car and there’ll 
be a couple of 
workmen there, 
saying, ‘My 
God, it’s Julie 
Squires, in’it? 

Bloomin’

maid?’ Well, I’ve been on Radio Devon for the last 15 
years... Have you? No idea at all. 

“I met a couple just the other day - ‘Oh I love you! I 
bloody love you! What are you doing these days?’ I’m 
on Radio Devon. Are you? And I always go back to the 
boss and say, great PR you’ve got. 

But being the West’s very own “our Judi”, she will at¬ 
tract huge crowds to Lyme seafront’s wacky, festive race, 
although perhaps the winning pudding shouldn’t be pre¬ 
sented to join her collection of great Lyme Regis desserts. 

“I hate Christmas pudding. Should I be saying that? I 
hate Christmas pudding with a passion. That and fruit 
cake always disappointed me. I can remember the first 
time reading Dickens and hearing about plum pudding. 
And I thought, that’s what I want for Christmas, a sponge 
pudding with big fat plums in it. 

“But it’s like fruitcake. People say to me ‘Ah, but you 
haven’t tasted mine’... I don’t need to taste yours, love, 
I don’t like it. I love all the nuts and the fruit, but where’s 
the bloody cake?” 

Judi Spiers will be adding her wonderful irreverence to 
the commentary at the Great Christmas Pudding Race in 
Lyme Regis on December 7th. Expect a hoot.

campaigns and, of course, you can also run an online 
business. What about eBay selling? These computer- 
based skills can easily be taught. 

Computer programmes might help some people 
overcome their limitations. If you have vision problems 
it may be helpful to enlarge text, or get the computer 
to speak a page or to write down what you are saying. 
If you have hearing problems a computer is an ideal 



way to communicate quickly, easily and on an equal 
level. 


Computers are not just quicker means of doing what 
you could always do; for some people they can become 
the main way to avoid depression, to remain an active 
part of society, to influence decision makers, to be part 
of a wider family, to exercise choice.

Identical artefacts arrive 
at museum at same time 


LYME Regis Museum often photos and artefacts of all 
sorts but rarely receives two identical objects from dif¬ 
ferent sources at the same time. 

Following the museum's exhibition during Lyme Regis 
ArtsFest on September 23rd, Jim Bragg of Silver Street 
gave the museum a 70-inch tape measuring advertising 
"Harris Quick & Co Ltd, Building Contractor, Lyme Regis". 
This had been given to Mr Bragg's mother in the 1950s 
when she had a house built in Charmouth by Harris 
Quick. 

Research by Richard Bull of the museum showed it to 
be made by Barlow in the USA. The case is very stylish 
and resembles a cigarette lighter of the period. Barlow 
still make a wide variety of advertising tape measures 
with colourful enamel slogans to order. 

Coincidentally, on October 24th the museum received 
a collection of photos and memorabilia from the family 
of the late Donald Boalch, who died last year in Colch¬ 
ester. Amongst this was another Harris Quick measuring 
tape identical to the one given by Mr Bragg. 

Mr Boalch was Deputy Borough Surveyor with Lyme 
Regis Borough Council until the council re-organisation 



in 1974. He went on to serve with West Dorset District 
Council. 

Harris Quick & Co were prominent building contrac¬ 
tors from the end of WWII until the 1980s and were led 
by Cecil Quick, who still lives in Lyme.

I WRITE this column with a 
heavy heart. Early this morn¬ 
ing (Tuesday) I heard that 
Cecil Sweetland had died last 
evening and, although we knew 
he had been unwell, the news 
came as a complete shock. 

Although he was two genera¬ 
tions older than me, Jimmy (we 
never called him Cecil) and I had 
been friends for many years. 

I first got to know him when he 
was a leading player in the Row¬ 
land Halliday Orchestra. I’ve al¬ 
ways been into big band and 
swing music and the RH Orches¬ 
tra were a big attraction in the 
70s and 80s. 

Two other great friends, the late 
Joe O’Donell and Ron Dixon, 
were also members of the band 
and, in a way, I suppose I was a 
sort of groupie, following them 
around to many of their venues 


T he forecasters were predicting heavy 
rain and winds up to 70 mph conning 
up the Channel just as Mayor Sally Hol¬ 
man was due to light the bonfire on the 
beach.

The Rowland Halliday Orchestra 
knew how to have a good time - on 
and off stage - and Jimmy would 
often regail me with tales of how 
they would get lost on the way to a 
gig or how Ron Dixon might go 
“absent without leave” afterwards.

These were in the days 
when the pubs shut at 2.30pm and

A special mention must go to Belinda 
lyavoo, from the Tree Tops residential 
care home on Timber Hill, for cooking 
three delicious curries, and Ron Skelton, 
formerly of Rumours Restaurant, for do¬ 
nating the wine. 


Road. Jimmy thought he had had 
too much to drink so I offered to 
drive. I promptly drove his car 
into the fire escape in the Lion 
yard so we decided we had better 
walk home. By this time my mum 
was out looking for me and band¬ 
master Ernie Wiscombe was look¬ 
ing for Jimmy. We found our way 
back to Woodmead Road. Jimmy 
fell asleep in the toilet while I ate 
his Sunday lunch! 

Later, I became President of the 
town band when Jimmy was 
chairman and we shared many 
happy occasions around our din¬ 
ner tables organising events and 
listening to Jimmy’s band ex¬ 
ploits. 

Music was in Jimmy’s soul and 
to the day he died he was still 
playing, at the age of 81, with the 
Three Counties Swing Band. See¬ 
ing him on stage brought back all 
those memories from the Row¬ 
land Holliday days. 

Family was everything to 
Jimmy. He revelled in the foot¬ 
balling exploits of his grandsons, 
idolised daughter Jan and was 
mesmerised by his great grand¬ 
children who brought him so 
much happiness in recent years. 

It was not a life without tragedy, 
which he bore with great stoicism 
- but it was a life full of fun and 
thankfulness. 

We will miss him.

Make perfect mince pies 


THIS crumbly, fruity 
mince pie recipe is a 
Christmas classic. 
Serve warm with 
lashings of brandy 
butter. 


INGREDIENTS 


. 350g/12oz high quality mincemeat, . 75g/2%oz ground almonds 
preferably homemade . 125g/4y20z unsalted butter, diced 

. 200g/7oz plain flour, sifted . 1 large free-range egg, beaten 

. 40g/1 V 20 Z golden caster sugar . milk, to glaze 


PREPARATION 

1. Lightly butter a 12-hole pie or patty tin. Tip the 
mincemeat into a bowl and stir so that the liquid is 
evenly distributed. 

2 . Place the flour, sugar, almonds and butter in a food 
processor and process briefly until resembling bread 
crumbs, then slowly add the egg through the feeder 
tube. (Or rub the butter into the dry ingredients by hand 
and stir in the egg.) 

3 . Bring the mixture together with your hands, wrap in 
clingfilm and chill for an hour or so. Thinly roll out the 


pastry on a floured surface. Cut out 12 circles with a 
fluted pastry cutter, large enough to fill the base of the 
prepared tin. Press gently into each hole, then fill with 
the mincemeat. 

Cut out another 12 slightly smaller discs and use to 
cover the mincemeat. Press the edges together to seal. 
Make a small slit in the top of each, then brush lightly 
with milk. Chill for about 30 minutes. Meanwhile, pre 
heat the oven to 200C/400F/Gas 6.

The evil Baron Scarpia is determined to have Tosca 
for himself, and invites her to supper in order to dis¬ 
cover the whereabouts of Angelotti.

Unable to bear his screams of pain, Tosca willingly 
gives up the information h but not before she has per¬ 
suaded Scarpia to allow her and her lover to escape 
from Rome.

Engine modifications to the SKYACTIV-D 2.2-litre 150ps 
engine powering both the new Mazda6 Saloon and Tourer 
manual models deliver a C02 emission reduction of 4g/km 
and 6g/km respectively to just 104g/km and 110g/km. 

Critically, the engine improvements also deliver improved 
fuel economy with the Saloon now returning an incredible 
72.4mpg (-1-5.1 mpg) and theTourer 67.3mpg (-1-3.1 mpg) on 
the combined cycle. 

As a result, Mazda expects a further strengthening of cor¬ 
porate demand for the low emission model, with delivery 
lead times as short as two weeks compared with up to four 
months of some rivals.

for a higher rate tax payer. 

Similarly, on the new Mazda6 Tourer, which costs from 
£22,795 (OTR) in SE trim, the emission cut delivers a 2013/14 
reduction in P11D percentage values from 18 percent to 17 
percent meaning an annual company car benefit-in-kind 
tax saving of £45.48 for a basic rate taxpayer (£3.79 a 
month) and a £90.96 (£7.58 a month) saving for a higher 
rate taxpayer. 

Saloon and Tourer models powered by the SKYACTIV-D 
2.2-litre 150ps engine are also available in SE Nav, SE-L, SE- 
L Nav, Sport* and Sport Nav* trim.Therefore, depending on 
company car choice, benefit-in-kind tax savings in 2013/14 
could be up to £51.68 (£4.31 a month)/£48.48 (£4.04 a 
month) on the Sport Saloon/SE-LTourer for a basic rate tax¬ 
payer and £103.36 (£8.61 a month)/£96.96 (£8.08 a month) 
for a higher rate taxpayer.

Additionally, while the emissions cut does not impact on 
first year Vehicle Excise Duty rates the reduction on Tourer

gineers have been able to deliver financial savings for com¬ 
pany car drivers and businesses without compromising the 
model in terms of its power, performance or towing capac¬ 
ity. 

"Indeed, the improvements that have delivered the C02 
emissions reduction and, consequently, the company car 
benefit-in-kind tax savings and fuel economy improve¬ 
ments mean that the 2.2-litre 150ps diesel models remain 
among the most efficient models in the C/D segment. 

"The new Mazda6 is the no compromise choice for com¬ 
pany car drivers. They can have power, performance and 
driving fun with low emissions and first class fuel economy 


due to our SKYACTIV technology. That cannot be obtained 
from rival manufacturers who have resorted to smaller en¬ 
gine displacements in pursuit of emission and MPG im¬ 
provements."

COMBINING a power output of 570 hp with an extensive level 
of dynamic and comfort-oriented features, the four door, four 
seat Porsche Panamera Turbo S epitomises the Gran Turismo 
concept.

New turbochargers and a higher injection pressure 
boost power by 50 hp 

A 50 hp increase in power compared to the Panamera Turbo 
engine has been achieved through specific revisions to a num¬ 
ber of components. Two new turbochargers with larger com¬ 
pressors are fitted to the Turbo S, which increase the air flow 
and permit more air to be injected into the combustion cham¬ 
bers at high loads and engine speeds. In addition, the injection 
pressure has been increased by 20 bar to 140 bar. Together, both 
of these measures also enable higher component loads, and 
this in turn has been compensated by pistons made from a new 
aluminium alloy and specially coated piston rings. 

This approach has two further advantages. By preparing the 
airfuel mixture in the combustion chambers more effectively, 
torque increases by 50 Nm to 750 Nm between 2,250 and 5,000 
rpm, with the overboost increasing to 800 Nm.The extra torque 
makes the engine even more responsive, such as when over¬ 
taking, for instance.

Lack of tyre maintenance is increasing road 
risk for the majority of young drivers 


YOUNG drivers are at a greater risk of being involved in a tyre 
related accident through a lack of regular tyre maintenance, 
according to a new survey commissioned by TyreSafe and 
young driver insurer ingenie. 

Over a third of drivers aged 18-25 had never checked their 
tread depth - and two out of three had not checked their 
tread within the last month, the maximum period recom¬ 
mended between checks. 

A similarly worrying picture emerged regarding tyre pres¬ 
sures. A quarter confessed they had never checked their tyre 
pressures, with three out of five admitting they had not 
checked them in the last month. 

The research also highlighted the need to better educate 
young drivers about the importance of proper tyre care, as al¬ 
most half admitted they'd never been shown how to check the 
condition of their tyres. More than half of those questioned 
also didn't know that it was the driver's responsibility to en¬ 
sure that the car's tyres are safe and legal and a massive 85 
percent were unaware that the maximum fine for driving on 
an illegal tyre was £2,500; and more than a third were unaware 
that drivers could receive three penalty points for driving on 
an illegal tyre. With new drivers getting their licence revoked 
if they receive six points in two years - the equivalent of driv¬ 
ing on two illegal tyres - young drivers need to be made aware 
there are serious consequences of driving on illegal tyres. 

"Regular basic tyre maintenance is a critical element of being 
a safe and responsible driver, yet these latest findings would 
suggest that this message is being lost on young drivers 
today,"comments Stuart Jackson, chairman, TyreSafe. "We saw 
an increase last year in the number of tyre related road casu¬ 
alties and if we fail to take immediate action in educating 
young drivers about the need to look after their tyres properly, 
sadly we can only expect to see this figure rise further." 


Richard King, founder and CEO of ingenie added: "With al¬ 
most half of young drivers never having been shown how to 
check the condition of their tyres, it's clear that we need to do 
more to ensure they have the right knowledge in this area. At 
ingenie we're all about helping young people save on their in¬ 
surance by driving safely, so launching this video in partner¬ 
ship with TyreSafe continues our commitment to helping 
young drivers stay safe on the road" 

Tread depth and tyre pressure checks are important for safe 
driving as they ensure that the car can brake, accelerate, cor¬ 
ner and handle properly. These are of particular importance 
during the winter months as worsening weather conditions 
make driving more hazardous. However, according to Tyre¬ 
Safe, regular checks which should be carried out on a monthly 
basis, can help to minimise safety risks and need only take a 
few minutes to complete. 

To help young drivers understand the consequences of poor 
tyre care and how they should be checked, TyreSafe and inge¬ 
nie have released a video starring BBC Outnumbered actor 
and ingenie video blogger 
Tyger Drew-Honey, who has 
recently passed his driving 
test. 

During the movie, which 
can be seen by visiting 
www.tyresafe.org/tyre- 
safety/young-d rivers, two 
other young drivers are 
quizzed on their tyre knowl¬ 
edge and are shown the con¬ 
sequences of poor tyre care 
in a dramatic emergency 
stop manoeuvre recreation.

Dovell smashes home late, late winner

RYAN Dovell grabbed a dramatic 93rd minute winner 
for Bridport at St Mary's Field last Saturday to extend 
their winning run to three games. 

In a pulsating match despite the strong swirling 
wind that made life difficult for the players, Radstock 
took the lead just after the interval before Dan Wise 
equalised from the penalty spot with 20 minutes re¬ 
maining.

Whether the wind held the ball up or the former 
Weymouth winger was slow to react, but the oppor¬ 
tunity was missed as the ball was cleared.
